REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: EP 1,310,543 and EP 1,354,863 are the closest prior 
art. However, while those references disclose water removal, the 
prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest the extraction of 
other polar substances from aprotic solvents in the process for 
extractive removal of the claimed organic constituents of the 
instant claim 1 . 

Hommeltoft US 2003/0091489 discloses a process for drying a 
hydrocarbon stream. Hommeltoft US 2003/0199723 discloses a 
process for removal of water from a hydrocarbon stream.
